Have Bad Tonsils 

One hundred and nine out of the 
226 students enrolled at the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee Junior College 
should have their tonsils removed, 
according to the report of Dr. Geo. 
T. Wilhelm, director of health and 
hygiene, who has just reported the 
results of s.udent physical examina¬ 
tions recently made at the institu¬ 
tion. 

Girls are Worse off than men so 
far as tonsils are concerned, the fig¬ 
ures showing 47 out of 89, or 53 per 
cent of the women students in need 
of tonsilectomies as against 62 out 
of 137 men, or 45 per cent. These

Cars were furnished to take guests, 
and seventeen of the twenty s.udents 
enrolled in the fall term accepted the 
invitation. On arrival at the cabin 
they found the huge altar fire burn¬ 
ing a bright welcome, rus.ic seats 
of the council chamber waiting in the 
firelight, weiners already sizzling and 
other picnic supplies arriving in in¬ 
stallments. The sunset proved to be 
all that Scou,master Stanford had 
promised; the weather continued as 
pel feet for such an occasion as if it 
had been made to order. As darkness 
fell the light of Ihe open fire furn¬ 
ished all that was needed to complete 
the picture. Food was served cafeteria 
style, with plenty of "second serv¬ 
ings" called for, all appetites did their 
part and hot weiners, potato salad, 
slaw, pickles, cakes, lemonade, fruit, 
all disappeaied with a swift regular¬ 
ity that amounted almost to magic; 
and finally marshmallows to toast 
about the big fire completed the 
menu.. 

HOI.I.IS FRANKS APPOINTED 
,H NIOK COLLEGE EDITOR 
OF TENNESSEE FARMER 


October has been a busy month 
with the men on the College Farm. 

A glance at the farm will show the 
following: 

Nine hundred and fifty bushels of 
sweet potatoes have been dug and 
are now being cured in the potato 
house, which is located on the north 
side of the farm. Eight hundred bush¬ 
els of these potatoes are suitable for 
shipping, while the remaining one 
hundred f.fty bushels are classed as 
seed. 

All of the cotton has been picked 
and sixteen hundred and ninety 
pounds of it has been sold. 

The silo at the dairy barn, which 
has a capacity of seventy-five tons, 
has been filled and the one at the 
beef barn, with a capacity of one 
hundred and forty tons, contains one 
hundred tons of silage. 

In September, twenty acres of corn 
were cut and pilt in shocks. Last 
week it was run through the shred¬ 
der, a machine which takes the corn _ 
fodder in, shucks and removes the ^ j 
ears, separates shattered grains and 
cuts the stover into small pieces, 
blowing it into the barn. There was 
e. yield of seventy-three tons of stov- 
I er and three hundred and twenty- 
one bushels of grain. 

The twenty-acre tract of land men¬ 
tioned in the above paragraph, is now 
sown in red clover; making a total 
of thirty-eight acres of red clover 
now growing on the farm. 

There are thirty-three acres of 
crimson clover sown, twenty acres of 
which is used as a pasture for the 
dairy cattle and sheep. 

Seventeen acres of wheat is now 
sown and in a few days twenty-five 
acres more will be sown. 

Six hundred bushels of seed wheat 
have been sold from the farm to local 
farmers at an average price of $1.35 
per bushel. 

Proud Parents 

Among the most welcome newcom¬ 
ers in the bovine family at the Junior 
College Farm, is a female baby of 
the great old matron, Star’s Elma 
D. This cow is one of the best pro¬ 
ducers in the herd, having made five 
hundred and fifty-two pounds of but- 
terfat in one year. She won a silver 
medal as a two-year-old and made 
six hundred and sixty-nine pounds of 
buttei fat in one year as a mature 
ahimal. She is a beautiful animal, 
showing more Jersey style and rug¬ 
ged refinement than any aged animal 
oi*i the farm. This great old cow won 
second place in the aged cow class 
at the Tennessee Production Show 
this year and can be used as an 
example of "pretty is as pretty does.” 
She is good-looking, and boy does she j 
do!
